These Journals are located in the general 
Aerials collection on the third floor of the Library 
and are shelved alphabetically according to title.

IX. INTERLIBRARY LOANS. 

Large research libraries collect various documents 
for all New York and American Stock Exchange companies 
on LEASCO microfiche, such as annual reports and lO-K 
Reports to the SEC. Copies of these reports can be 
obtained through interlibrary loan services. Photo- 
duplication charges are generally made for photo copies 
With the fees varying with the lending institution, 
it may take two weeks or longer to obtain material by 
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mail from other institutions, so sufficient time should 
be allowed for such requests. For additional informa- 
tion ask at the Inter library Loan Office or at the 
Reference Desk. 



X. EXliAUSTED ALL SOURCES? 

If a company is small, new, not listed on a Stock 
Exeharjge, or is privately held, it my not be listed in 
any of the usual Reference or Journal sources. 

TelepTTone Directories . A collection of phone 
directories and Yellow Pages for all Michigan and 
principal industrial cities of the U.S. can be found 
on the first floor of the Library. If you know the 
location of the company you are sei^r^hing, a direc- 
tory can be used for address and industry verifi- 
cation for making direct contacts.
